the order merely as a base for 
calculating the clean wool price 
ceilings, and represented the av- 
erage farm price for grease wool 
on Decembe 15, 1941, it was said. 


The price order itself

only to clean wool, the 
officials 


•aid, and farmers might negoti- 
ate for any price on grease woo! 
they were able to obtain. 


Wlckard and 
Henderson 
said

claiming that the regulation pro- 
hibits them from paying more 
than 37.1 cents a pound for grease 
wool on the farm."
